BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary  has  had  a 
very  small  beginning,  but  has  also  had  an  unusual  growth  and  develop- 
ment. To  God  alone  belongs  the  glory,  for  through  his  grace  and  help 
this  institution  has  progressed  and  become  what  it  is. 

Already  at  the  organization  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  or  at  its  first 
convention,  which  was  held  at  Clinton,  Rock  Co.,  Wis.,  June  i860,  a  re- 
solution was  passed  to  establish  a  school  for  the  education  of  pastors  and 
parochial  school-teachers.  To  this  was  given  the  name  of  Augustana 
Seminary,  which  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago.  Rev.  L.  P.  Es- 
bjorn,  who  during  nearly  two  years  had  been  Scandinavian  professor  at 
Illinois  State  University,  Springfield,  111.,  was  chosen  the  first  professor. 
He  occupied  his  position  until  the  summer  1863,  when  he  returned  to 
Sweden.  During  this  time  the  number  of  students  ranged  from  15  to  20. 
At  the  synod  held  in  Chicago,  June  23d — 29th,  1863  the  Institution  was 
incorporated  under  the  general  law  of  Illinois  ;  but  afterwards,  by  a  spe- 
cial act  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  approved  February  16th,  1865  ;  and 
amended  by  the  same  body  by  a  supplementary  act  approved  March  10th, 
1869.  At  the  same  convention  of  the  synod  it  was  resolved  to  remove  the 
school  to  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois.  Rev.  T.  N.  Hasselojjist,  pastor 
of  the  Swedish  Lutheran  Congegration  in  Galesburg,  111.,  was  elected 
professor  in  place  of  Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn.  The  Board  of  Directors  pur- 
chased an  old  school-building,  and,  during  the  summer,  erected  a  new 
one  (the  "boarding-house")  upon  the  lot  donated  by  Rev.  T.  N.  Hassel- 
ojjist. During  the  first  school-year  the  number  of  students  was  only  seven 
Swedes  and  three  Norwegians,  and  Rev,  T.  N.  Hasselquist  was  the 
only  instructor.  At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  Rockford  1864,  Rev.  Wm. 
Kopp  was  elected  English  professor.  During  the  school-year  1864-65 
the  attendance  was  only  fifteen,  but  during  the  year  1865-66  there  were 
about  forty  students.  In  1868  the  teaching  force  was  increased  by  the 
election  of  Prof.  A,  Weenas,  who  had  recently  arrived  from  Norway, 
and  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin,  from  Sweden.  Owing  to  failing  health,  Prof. 
Kopp  resigned,  and  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey   was   elected,   and   served  about 
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one  year.     He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  H.  Reck,   who  has  continued  to 
the  present  time. 

In  1870  an  important  change  occurred,  by  the  separation  of  the  Nor- 
wegian pastors  from  the  Augustana  Synod  with  the  view  of  organizing  a 
Synod  for  themselves,  and  the  consequent  withdrawal  of  the  Norwegians 
from  the  school.  Notwithstanding  there  were,  during  this  school  year, 
about  fifty  persons  in  attendance,  which  number  was  increased  to  eighty 
during  the  last  year  (1874-75)  in  Paxton  ;  and  the  instruction  was  im- 
parted by  six  teachers, — four  regular  professors  and  two  assistants, — viz  : 
Rev.  T.  N.  Hasselqjst,  D.  D.  ;  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin,  Prof.  H.  Reck, 
Prof.  C.  O.  Granere,  Rev.  F.  Lagerman,  and  Mr.  Albert  Wihl- 
borg. 

The  expectation  that  a  large  Swedish  population  would  settle  in  the 
South  or  South-west  was  not  realized,  and  the  .desire  to  relocate  this 
school,  at  a  place  more  central  for  the  mass  of  the  Swedish  people,  was 
often  expressed,  and  resolutions  upon  the  removal  of  the  institution  were 
passed  at  the  Synodical  Conventions  held  at  Moline,  1869,  at  Andover, 
1870,  and  at  Chisago  Lake,  Minn.,  1871  ;  but  only  during  the  Conven- 
tion at  Galesburg,  September,  1872,  did  the  Board  of  Directors  receive 
authority  to  remove  the  institution  to  Moline,  or  Rock  Island.  In  March 
1873  J8  100  acres  of  picturesque  bluff  land  in  eastern  Rock  Island,  were 
purchased  of  H.  P.  Hull,  Esq.,  for  $10,000.  At  the  Synod  held  in  Pax- 
ton,  June,  1873,  the  Board  of  Directors  was  authorized  to  erect  upon  the 
new  site,  suitable  school-buildings.  Without  a  "building  fund",  and 
with  a  very  considerable  debt  for  the  land,  the  Directors,  in  reliance 
upon  God,  undertook  the  work.  In  the  fall  of  1875  the  library  and 
other  effects  of  the  institution  were  removed  to  Rock  Island,  and  on  the 
22nd  of  September,  the  first  session  was  opened  in  the  new  and  beauti- 
ful edifice,  which  was  solemnly  dedicated  to  God  and  the  Church,  on 
the  14th  day  of  October,  1875. 

Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary  had  now  entered  upon 
a  new  stage  of  development,  and,  notwithstanding  many  and  great  obsta- 
cles, rapidly  increased.  The  attendance  of  pupils  during  the  Academic 
year  1875-76  was  112,  and  the  corps  of  instructors  was  strengthened  by 
the  arrival  of  Prof.  P.  E.  Melin,  who  had  been  called  from  Sweden,  and 
of  Rev.  Prof.  W.  F.  Eyster,  from  Nebraska.  For  information  concern- 
ing the  present  scholastic  year,   see  other  part  of  this  Catalogue. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 


CHARACTER  AND  AIMS. 

This  institution  is  Christian  in  its  character,  and  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Swedish  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  aim  is  to  impart 
a  general  and  classical  education  based  upon  Christian  principles. 
Morning  worship  of  half  an  hour  preceeds  the  lectures  and  recitations 
of  each  day;  and,  on  the  Lord's  day,  regular  divine  services  are  held  in 
the  College  chapel  in  the  Swedish  and  the  English  languages  alternately. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary  comprehends  three  de- 
partments, viz  :  The  Preparatory,  of  three  years  ;  the  College,  of  four 
years;  and  the  Theological,  of  two  years  (for  the  present),  in  all  of 
which  the  instruction  is  imparted  through  the  medium  of  the  English  and 
the  Swedish  languages.  In  the  first  department,  instruction  is  given  in 
the  elements  of  the  English,  Swedish,  Latin,  and  German  languages  ;  in 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  also  in  the  History  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  Sweden,  and  in  Geography,  both  Ancient  and  Modern. 
The  studies  are  arranged  so  as  to  prepare  students  to  enter  College  ;  but 
the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  those  who  wish  to  engage  in  business. 
♦During  the  first  year  the  Grammars  of  the  English  and  the  Swedish 
languages  are  carefully  studied  ;  in  the  second,  Latin  Grammar  ;  and  in 
the  third  German  Grammar.  Instruction  in  Book-keeping  and  Com- 
mercial Accounts  is  also  given  in  the  third  year.  Vocal  Music  is  regul- 
arly taught ;  and  the  Catechism  and  Bible-history  are  studied  during  the 
three  years. 

In  the  College,  the  study  of  the  English,  Swedish,  Latin,  and  German 
languages  is  continued  ;  and  Swedish  and  English  Literature,  Rhetoric 
and  Composition,  General  History,  Natural  and  Mental  Science,  and  the 
higher  Mathematics  are  diligently  studied.  The  study  of  the  Greek  is 
commenced  in  the  Freshman  year,  and  is  continued  through  the  entire 
course  of  both  College  and  Seminary.  Instruction  in  Religion  is  given 
during  the   entire   course.     The   Latin,   Greek  and  German  are,  for  the 
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present,  taught  through  the  medium  of  the  Swedish  language,  and  are 
translated  into  Swedish.  Mathematics,  Natural  and  Mental  Science  and 
General  History  are  taught  in  English.  The  course  of  study  in  the  Latin 
and  the  Greek,  is  designed  thoroughly  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  Etymology  and  Syntax  of  those  languages,  and  to  acquaint  him  with 
the  style  of  those  ancient  authors  whose  writings  are  considered  stand- 
ards of  excellence.  Latin  Prose  Composition  is  continued  during  the 
whole  course,  and  Latin  Prosody  and  Metre  are  specially  studied  during 
the  Senior  year. 

In  the  Theological  department,  instruction  is,  at  present,  imparted 
chiefly  through  the  medium  of  the  Swedish  language,  and  is  designed  to 
qualify  young  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  among  the  Swedish  popula- 
tion of  the  United  States.  The  course  comprehends  Exegetical,  Histori- 
cal, Systematic  and  Practical  Theology. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

The  Faculty  is  vested  with  the  power  of  enforcing  the  By-Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  College  and  Seminary.  It  will  be  their  earnest  en- 
deavor to  inculcate  the  principle  of  acting  from  a  high  sense  of  duty, 
rather  than  from  the  mere  obligations  of  authority. 

Their  highest  aim  is  to  have  the  students  obey  the  Gospel  of  Christ, 
and  practice  its  teachings  in  their  daily  intercourse  with  their  instructors, 
and  their  fellow-students.  Yet  a  careful  supervision  of  the  students,  dur- 
ing hours  for  study  and  for  recreation,  is  exercised. 

Admonitions,  private,  or  public  before  the  Faculty,  according  to  the 
gravity  of  the  offence,  are  also  found  necessary.  Corporal  punishment  is 
wholly  excluded,  and  dismission  from  the  institution  is  substituted  for  all 
grave  offences  which  do  not  yield  \o  admonition. 

Minor  offences,  especially  those  relating  to  the  class,  are  reproved  by 
each  teacher  as  the  cases  may  require. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  RECITATON. 

Each  student  is  required  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in  his  attendance 
upon  Morning  prayer,  and  upon  the  daily  recitations  and  lectures.  After 
his  studies  and  class  will  have  been  assigned,  no  student  will  be  permit- 
ted to  discontinue,  or  to  change  his  studies,  except  by  permission  of  the 
faculty,  upon  the  written  request  of  parent  or  guardian. 
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ROUTINE   OF  DUTIES. 

The  College  bell  is  rung  at  5  o'clock  a.  m.  for  rising,  at  7  o'clock  a.  m. 
for  breakfast,  at  7  :  30  a.  m.  for  Morning  prayer,  and  at  10  o'clock  p.  m. 
for  the  closing  of  the  doors  and  for  retiring  ;  after  which  the  quiet  of  the 
building  shall  not  be  disturbed. 

Hours  for  Recitation  are  from  8  to  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  11  o'clock 
A.  m.  to  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  from  3  to  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

Hours  for  recreation  are  from  1  to  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  from  5  to  7 
p.  m.  in  the  Winter,  and  from  5  to  8  o'clock  p.  m.  in  the  Spring  and  the 
Fall.  All  other  hours  of  the  day  and  of  the  evening  to  10  o'clock  p  m. 
are  devoted  to  study. 

TERMS    AND    VACATIONS. 

The  academic  year  begins  on  the  first  day  of  September,  and  closes 
in  June,  and  is  divided  into  three  terms,  viz  :  The  Fall  Term  of  sixteen 
weeks,  the  Winter  Term  of  eleven  weeks,  and  the  Spring  Term  of  eleven 
weeks. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays,  there  is  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  ;  at 
Easter,  a  recess  of  one  week  ;  and  after  Commencement,  the  Summer 
vacation  of  eleven  weeks. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  each  Term. 
Such  prompt  attendance  is  most  important,  as  short  abscences  will  seri- 
ously affect  a  student's  standing  in  his  class. 

EXPENSES. 

It  is  one  of  the  aims  of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
to  furnish  a  thorough  education  at  the  smallest  expense  to  the  student. 
A  Boarding  Department  is,  therefore,  kept  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Education,  in  which  plain  and  wholesome  food  is  supplied 
at  the  lowest  possible  rate. 

Boarding,  fuel,  light  and  room,  per  week $2.50 

Use  of  furniture  per  room,  for  the  year 2.00 

Tuition  for  the  scholastic  year 30.00 

The  tuition,  and  the  cost  of  boarding  per   Term,   is   to  be  paid   in 
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advance.     No  deduction  will  be  made  on  account  of  absence  during  Term 
time,  unless  occasioned  by  sickness. 

Parents  or  guardians  may  entrust  funds  for  students  to  any  member  of 
the  Faculty. 

LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM. 

The  library  of  the  institution  was  established  at  an  early  day,  by  a 
valuable  donation  of  books  in  the  Swedish,  Latin,  French,  German,  and 
other  languages,  made  by  Charles  XV.  (now  deceased)  King  of  Sweden. 

A  society  of  ladies  in  Upsala,  and  other  friends  of  our  cause,  also 
made  valuable  contributions  ;  and  additions  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time,  especially  by  the  Bureau  of  Education  at  Washington,  so  that  the 
library  now  contains  about  6000  volumes. 

The  museum  contains  interesting  and  valuable  specimens  of  Miner- 
alogy, Natural  History,  Botany,  and  Ancient  relics. 

Our  philosophical  apparatus  is  yet  limited,  and  we  earnestly  desire  to 
make  additions,  so  as  to  increase  our  facilities  for  making  illustrations 
and  experiments  in  Natural  Philosophy  and  in  Chemistry. 

Donations  to  this  department  are  respectfully  solicited,  as  well  as  to 
the  library  and  museum. 

Thanks. — We  desire  hereby  to  express  our  most  sincere  thanks  to 
Julin  Dannfelt,  Esq.,  Commissioner  General  of  the  Swedish  part  of  the 
Centennial  Exposition,  Philadelphia,  for  valuable  contributions  of  philo- 
sophical apparatus,  botanical  charts,  school  furniture,  etc. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

There  is  but  one  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  College,  and  is 
called  the  Phrenakosmian  Society.  This  was  organized  in  Chicago, 
Illinois,  September  5th,  i860,  by  Messrs.  A.  W.  Dahlsten,  K.  E.  Erikson, 
G.  R.  Esping,  B.  M.  Halland,  C.  O.  Hultgren,  I.Jensen,  S.  G.  Larson, 
and  A.J.  Lindstrom, — students  of  Augustana  College  and  Seminary.  It 
is  a  literary  association  for  mutual  improvement  in  elocution,  composition 
and  debate,  and  stands  in  regular  connection,  and  in  full  harmony  with 
Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary.  While  its  sessions  are 
open  to  all,  the  students  of  the  College  and  the  Junior  Seminarians  are  ex- 
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pected  to  be,  or  to  become  active  members.  Its  register  of  membership, 
from  its  organization  to  this  date,  (1877)  contains  the  names  of  upwards 
of  200  students  who  have  been,  or  now  are  active  members. 

The  Phrenakosmian  Society  holds  its  sessions,  (for  the  present)  on 
every  Friday  evening,  and  is  in  no  sense  a  secret  society.  Secret  organ- 
izations are  not  allowed  among  the  pupils  of  this  Institution. 

LOCATION. 

Few  locations  combine  in  a  more  eminent  degree,  the  advantages  of 
accessibility,  healthfulness,  beautiful  surroundings,  and  quietness  for  the 
purpose  of  study.  The  College  edifice  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Seventh 
and  Robbins  Avenues,  in  a  retired  part  of  the  city  of  Rock  Island,  and 
is  surrounded  by  large  and  attractive  grounds,  from  which  there  is  a 
splendid  view  of  the  Rock  Island  U.  S.  Arsenal,  and  of  the  cities  of 
Moline  and  Davenport.

The  exercises  of  the  Annual  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Thurs- 
day, June  14th,  beginning  at  10  o'clock  A.  m. 

The  Fall  Term  of  the  next  Academic  Year  will  open  September  1st, 
1877,  and  continue  sixteen  weeks. 

The  Winter  Term  will  begin  Tuesday,  January  8th,  1878,  and  con- 
tinue to  Easter. 

After  a  vacation  of  one  week,  the  Spring  Term  will  begin. 


APPENDIX 


CHARTER    AS   AMENDED. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  rep- 
resented in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson.  T.  N.  Hassel- 
quist,  Carl  Johan,  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Andrewson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Am- 
ondson,  Carl  Stromberg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be 
elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Augustana  Col- 
lege and  Theological  Seminary,"  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded  ;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift 
and  grant,  devise,  or  otherwise,  and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  con- 
veying, both  in  law  and  equity,  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  per- 
sonal or  mixed,  and  shall  have  power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts 
as  may  be  confided  in  said  corporation,  and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease 
and  dispose  of  all  such  trust  property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to 
said  corporation,  charged  with  any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith  ; 
to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain 
in  or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable 
place  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary 
under  the  patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Luth- 
eran Augustana  Synod  in  North  America.  And  the  persons  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned  as  corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees, 
or  directors.  Their  successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution 
be  governed  by  the  said  Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheral  Augustana  Seminary, 
already  enacted  by  said  Synod  ;  which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have 
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power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the  needs  and  development  of  the  institution 
may  require  ;  Provided  always,  that  such  amendments  or  alterations,  or 
by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may  enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with 
the  Constitution  of  said  Synod,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall, 
respectively,  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  Synod,  the  said  board  may, 
by  ballot,  fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  tbeir 
office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any  time, 
cease  to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall, 
from  thenceforth  cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled 
in  the  manner  specified  in  section  four. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to 
confer  the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degress,  on  such  person  or 
persons  as  they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
faculty. 

Sec.  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said 
institution  shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held 
and  maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the 
Constitution  of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit :  "Asa  Chris- 
tian body  in  General,  and  particularly  as  Evangelical  Lutheran.  This 
Synod  acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God, 
are  the  only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice, and  also  retain  and  confess  not  only  the   three  oldest  symbols,  (the 
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Apostolic,  the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augs- 
burg Confession,  as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Chris- 
tian doctrines,  understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of 
the  Lutheran  Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers 
from  the  doctrinal  standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt 
with  as  prescribed  in  Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted 
at  the  Synodical  meeting,  in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  5th  to  nth,  a.  d. 
i860. 

Sec.  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal, 
not  exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever 
remain  free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865,  and 
amended  March  10th,  1869.
